LOUISVILLE, 
PRECAUTIONS. 

Loutsvit_s, Ky., July 19.—At a meeting of 
the Board of Health this afternoon, the rules 
and regulations of the Sanitary Council of the 
Mississippi Valley were adopted. The rules re- 
late tu the inspection of steamboats carrying 
passengers and freight from the river and gulf 
ports to the interior, and to the more effective 
quarantining of the railroads. The regulations 
— the railroads require extreme sanitary 
care of depots, stations, round-houses, car- 
shops, grounds, water-closets, and privies, 
which must be daily inspected by the local rail- 
road agent or officia], who is to use disinfecting 
material every week, where it is necessary. The 

POINTS RELATING TO QUARANTINE 
are important, and are as follows: Whenever a 
railroad train departs from an infected station, 
no person with fever shall be allowed to take 
passage on such train, The baggage from such 
infected station shall be thoroughly disinfected 
before leaving such railroad station. At a point 
not less than fifty nor more than seventy-five 
miles from the point of departure from an in- 
fected place, there shall be an entire transfer of 
passengers and baggage to another trainof cars, 
which train shall never enter an infected dis- 
trict. This transfer shall be made under the 
supervision of a medical officer, and no 
person with fever shall be allowed to pro- 
ceed on this trait, but shall return to the point 
of departure, or be treated in tne hospital at 
the place of transfer. The cars which carry 
freight without breaking bulk 
MAY PASS WITHOUT TRANSFER, 

if the freight-cars are ventilated in such way 
that a constant current of air passes through 
the whole length of the car during the transit. 
Way freizht shall be transferred at a point not 
exceeding fifty miles from the point of depart- 
ure, and the cars trom which such freight has 
been transferred shall not proceed further on 
the road, but shall be returned to the point of 
departure. During the existence of an epi- 
demic of yellow fever, the freight-cars, after 
unloading, shall be thoroughly cleansed by 
scrubbing, and sprinkling with carbolic acid, or 
fumigated and disinfected, and then painted. 

These regulations were fully discussed before 
adopted. They embody a very effective remedy 
against the transportation of disease, and im- 
pose comparatively little trouble upon the rall- 
way companies. 

THE FEELING. 

LovIsvILLE,. Ky., July 19.—As te this ‘eity 
establisbing a quarantine against 
following from the Post and — 7d 
ly represents public sentiment: “ We cannot 
afford to go back on our humane and sensible 
record of last year, and there is now no reason 
to do so, but it would be well for some system 
to be adopted by which officers should be sta- 
tioned at some point down the road, with 
strict instructions and ful authority to 
stop the bringing of suspicious baggage 
into our hotels and boarding-houses, and to 
turn every case of disease, which-could possibly 
be regarded as even incipient yellow fever, aside 
to a yellow-fever hospital. That would be 
enough, while the City of Mempbis is not un- 
der the epidemic cload, nor suffering from more 
than a dozen cases, and these not caught one 
from the other. It would be an unnecessary 
hardship to put the wives and children off the 
train outside the city. We must keep the yel- 
low fever out, but we must let the healthy peo- 
ple come, and this is not impossible, it seems to 
us. We must not let fleeing families, with bun- 
dles ot bed-clothes and other domeatic rubbish, 
into the city, but where men and women, iu 
perfect health, with a change of clothing, wish 
to come, they must be permitted. It would be 
folly to trv to prevent them. We can be more 
careful than last year, and still lose none of oar 
good name for humanity.” 


NEW ORLEANS. 
A PROTEST. 

New Ontzans, July 10.—The Aurilliary 
Sanitary Association sent a dispatch to the 
Governor of Texas and to the President of the 
Board of Health at Galveston suggesting the 
rescinding of the -quarantive against New 
Orleans, and declaring there has not been a 
case of yellow fever in New Orleans this season. 
The Board of Health now enforce a strict 
quarantine against Memphis. 

Dr. Choppia was instructed to telegraph the 
Presideat of the Galveston Board of Health 
that a rigid quarantine against Memphis is in 
full force; that no case of yellow fever existed 
in the city. 

Dr. Rutherford, Medical Agent of Texas,.tele- 
graphed Dr. Choppin that the Galveston quaran- 
tine against New Orleans was unwarrasted and 
precipitate, and he had sent a protest to the 
Governor and requested him to susspend his 
official sanction of the Galveston quarantine 
against New Orieans.

On ru Eon or a Forest, Barsizon, July 
2.—As the entrance of the grand and romantic 
forest of Fontainebleau, which all artists are 
agreed jn calling the tinest in the world, stands 
the little Village of Barbizon. A great plain, 
eight or nine miles across, separates it from the 
thriving Town of Melun, on the Seine. Between 
Meluu and Barbizon nothing breaks the monoto 
ny of the bare French jandscape but the hamlet 
of Chailly,—an insignificant spot in iteelf, but 
interesting to Barbizon for two reasons: it 
boasts a church and a post-office. Through the 
latter Barbizon holds all written commupica- 


tion with the outer world; and through the 


former it accomplishes all those outward acts 
of religion required or exacted by the laws and 
customs of the land. They are pot numerous, 
for Barbizon 
IS ALMOST AS BARBAROUS 

as ite name in some ways. The men affect a 
fine indifference to the Church, and even the 
women don’t greatly care to go two miles to 
hear a dreary old priest mumble mass, So the 
devotions of the villagers are chiefly conspicu- 
ous by their absence, except when a marriage, 
or a burial, or a christening renders the Cure 
de Chailly an indispegsable wheel in the ma- 
chinery of the neighborhood. On the Fontaine 
dleau side, the rocks and glades of the forest 
stretch for miles and miles,—fifteen, maybe, or 
more,—till they reach Rosa Bonheur’s park at 
Thomeray and the pretty artist-settlement at 
Marlotte. You see we are almost in 2 solitude 
down here, although an hour’s ride from Melun 
will carry us into the great metropolis, Paris. 

Hardly has the Salon opened when Barbizon 
begins to fill. First come the artists, young 
and old, to whom the reputation of the place is 
due,—some to sketch, others to finish pictures 
begun during the long winter-months in 
the ateliers of the Boulevard de Clichy 
and the Rue de Cberche-Midl. Next 
comes the foreign detachment,—Ameri- 
can belles, anxious to repair the ravages 
made by a protracted course of Elysee recev- 
tions and Ministerial balls io the Faubourg St. 
Germain,—charming girls from Boston and 
New York, merry flirts from the Far, Far West, 
or Paris colonists of long standing, from the 
Champs Elysees and the Faubourg St. Honore. 
And lastiy we have the casuals, as we call 
them,—stray tourists On the way south to Italy, 
or Enghsh painters fh search of new fields to 
exercise their art in, The last generally put up 
at Luniot’s,—a pretentious inn, calling itself a 
hotel, at the end of the village next the wood. 
LT always ity 

GO To GIRAULT’S 
myself. It is not se fashionable or so big as 
the “botel’’; bat you bave good living, good 
fellowship, good beds, good attendance, and 
good society, for t one-half what all these 
necessary luxuries nen you get them 
at all—at Luniot's. 

The cost of living den here is surprisingly 
amall though, at the ; at least so Amer- 
icans find it. Five a day keeps us at 
Girault’s, and for the game sum you can be 
accommodated at a 4auird inn, standing be- 
tween the other twoj4-Stron’s ; bat I can’t rec- 
ommend it. Siron’s is u taken under the 
protection of the painter element in 
Barbizon, and the lift apy respectable-look- 
ing man or woman g puts up there is soon 
deliberately made unfgpravie. 

We are very early risers down here, most of us. 
At balf-past 5 the ge oof the brush may 
be seen issuing forta hy twos and threes, with 
the umbrellas, easeié,, p-stools, and other 
parapbernalia of their e. Some are off to 
sketch the — Bee trees that tower hard- 
by in the daies of the Bas-Breau. Some settle 
dowu to paiut—for e-buodred-and-fiftieth 
time—the insipid church-steeple of Chailly, and 
the long avenue of nated apple-trees that 
runs through the surrounding plain. (I never 
could understand the bt Frenchmen take in 
flat scenery.) Others glamder up the neighbor- 
ing rocks of Apremont. how savage and im- 
posing they are in the éatiy morning,—or man- 
fully ascend the slipperw path leading to the 
famed Cave des Brigands. You cannot go a 
bundred yards here without meeting a sketch- 
able and pictu ue site. No wonder the An- 
glo-Saxous of both hemf#pheres are so fond of 
Barbizon! . 

An, those Anglo-Saxons! They are 

PLAYING SAD HAVOC 
with this delightful little artistic colony. There 
was a time, not many years ago, when it was 
possible, without passing for a savage or a 
beggar, to go about one’s affairs, of busineds or 
pleasure, in Barbizon, without being forced to 
don the conventional black cloth coat and white 
linen shirt of the civilized world. Bohemians in 
straw hats and blouses, with or without shirts, 
were not excluded from the dinner-table, even 
at Luniot’s. Barbizon had a rustic and primi- 
tive simplicity about it that made it the most 
charming of all the artist-settlements of France. 
Life was rough and ready, free from shams and 
shoddy, easy and merry, plain and patriarchal, 
till the American belles and the languid Britisb- 
ers invaded it, turned Luopiot’s head with 
ridiculous longimgs for gentility, and drove ail 
lovers of the old order of things to the less 
fashionable, but more agreeable, ions at the 
other end of the village. . 

At Girauit’s we are stil] uncontaminated by 
priggish affectation and philistinism. We .nus- 
ter on an average twenty at breakfast and din- 
ner,—artists, journalists, actors, and their wives 
almost without an exception. At the bead of 
the table generally site Hector de Oallias, the 
well-known 

“MASQUE DE FER” 

who does those daily jokes for the Paris Figaro. 
He flings bis Iron Mask off here, and shows 
us his features undisguised. They are not those 
of a joker, by dny means; but Hector de Callias 
isa med wag wen the wine’s in,“ nevertiie- 
less. To hear him imitate a pedantic German 
mak a speech is as good as a Palais Royal 
play. e bas a falsetto voice that sets your 
teeth on edge, of which he gives us the bevefit 
at dessert now ahd then; and bis supply of 
anecdote seems inexhaustibie.

Last night we got up a cotillon, 
It was not till the small bours of the morn 
that the sounds of revelry were husbed an 
Barbizon returued to its habitual nocturnal 
silence and repose.

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Ancient Memphis. 

A traveler in the East gives the following in- 
teresting account of bis visit to the remains of 
ancient Memphis, founded by the first known 
Egyptian King,—Menes. ‘‘ But what did we see 
of this wonderful city? Only a succession of 
mounds,” says the writer; ‘‘a few pieces of 
ancient statues; and far down below the present 
level, with its face in the centre, a magnificent 
figure of a woman in ptian dress, with noble 
features and finely led. form, almost per- 
fect, although probably 4,000 years old. Asa 
matter of course, we lingered and looked as — 
as we thought sentiment required, then pushe 
on to the remarkable ruins of the cemetery, 
which was connected with this city, or I sbould 
say, magnificent city of the dead,—to the very 
confines of which Mempbis extended. It is now 
bat a little more than a vast mountain of sand, 
being just om the preciucts of the African desert, 
There are so many tombs everywhere pceping 
out, and so large a number of pyramids—eightv- 
one in all—scattered about, that the interest is 
keenly excited at once; and at every step some 
new developments take place. en we re- 
‘membered that old Memphis was seventeen 
miles in cirevit, and was occupied with villas, 
gardens, and sacred groves, we can realize 
more than id any other way the wondrousness 
of the scene which remains to us to-day. After

FACTS, FASHIONS, AND FUN. 
Spectal Cerreapondence of The Tribune. 

New Yorn, July 16—The Austrians papers 
are full of the developments of whatis known 
as the Schweitzer-Sonnenberg case. The principal 
was certainly Sonnenberg, and be bas been 
found guflty and condemaed to eight months’ 
imprisonment ; but bebind dim was Varady, the 
First Vice-President of the Hungarian Cham- 
ber of Deputies. The partners in this new asso- 
ciation offered to procure orders, titles, and e- 
emption from military service. Circulars aud 
letters were sent te. rich merchants, ac 
quainting them with the operations of the society. 
Sonnenberg bad been proprietor of = ‘small 
fipancia! organ, and had been excluded from the 
Bourse for swindling. Schweitzer octupied a 
position in the Imperial household, asd énly 
saw in the plan an innocent method of increas 
ing his scanty pension; but the ¢ourection of 
Varady is not at All clear so far, as, owing to his 
being a Mungarian and a Deputy, be could not 
be placed on trial in Vienna. A merchaat of 
Nuremburg, named Richter, was informed that 
be could have the Order of the Iron Crown” 
of the third class if he left 16,000 marks on 
deposit with Varady,—the sam to be, of ceurse, 
used tor philanthropic purposes; and by this 
means the name of Herr Richter would be 
brought before the Emperor as ome worthy of 
having the famous Crows. A Mr. Gompers 
also offered 20,000 florins for the same honor, 
but the negotiations were broken off. Several 
other sums were received; but Varady returned 
all the money received by him, altnouah bis own 
letters leave no doubt of his guilt in this new 
swindie. Sonnenberg acted throughout bie ex- 
amipation as the thorough cyuical rogue, and 
was most impertinent in his answers until 
checked by the President of the Court. But, 
while he allowed Varady to assist him in 
the “big jons,” he went off on his 
own hook for. smaller fry. He ‘was 
especially well provided with medals and orders 
from Italian societies, and directed special at- 
tention to the Cireolo Promotore Parteuopeo 
Giambattista Vico” as a body which was de- 
sirous of having associate members. a 

The City of Prague (Bohemia) bas been thrown 
into astate of great excitement by à terrible 
tragedy.

Among medical curiosities reported in the 
German papers. which may be interesting 
to even nod-medical readers, are the following:

‘There was general calm at. the City-Hall 
yesterday. The Mayor was late zetting around, 
while there was considerable uneasitess on 
account of the belief that the cycione of a few 
days ago bad not spent ite fury, there was in- 
confidence everywhere. In the Police 
Department the dulloess was really provoking, 
while in the other Departments the situation

has been, or shail be, the result cf personal dis- 
likes or prejudices or partisan interests. My rep- 
tation as tne Mayor of Chicago Il am willing to 
Make upon my action in these matters. Every 
discharge I shall make, or that shall de made with 
my sanction, shall be made only with the view of 
bettering the Department, and therévy subserving 
the interesis of the city. Now, young gentle mon, 
you have the end of my interview.

As far as the gamblers are concerned, J udge 
McAllister may be said to have sounded the key- 
note. Last November a raid was made on Mike 
McDonald's premises, during the course of 
which his wife shot at and wounded one of 
the officers. She was arrested, and the case

It appears that this raid was planned and directed 
dy the Superintendent of Police, and that the per- 
sons who carried that plan into effect’ were but 
obeving the orders of their superior officers. It 
also appears that on Oct. 4, 1878, 4 warrant, on 
complaint of a policeman, was issued by Summer- 
field against Michael C. McDonald for the alleged 
offense of keeping acommon gummg- house. Al- 
though this party was there every day. no attempt 
was made to have it executed; and, Nov. 21, com- 
plaint was made by auother officer againtt the same 
party for the same charge before Morrison, and 
another warrant was issued by him. They were 
neitner of them search-warrants. but ordinary State 
warrants for an alleged past otfense. Micnael C. 
McDonald was, on the very evening in question, in 
view of-the officers having these warrants before 
the invasion of the prisoner’s apartments, but no 
attempt was made to arrest him, and the leader of 
tue raid testified that they did not intend to arrest 
him on either warrant unless they found others 
gambling in the house. In that case they were in- 
structed to arrest all under these warrants. It is 
therefore clear that these warrants were not ob- 
tained or beld for the bona fide purpose of arrest- 
ing M. C. McDonald for the alleged past offense 
charged. In all the disturbance these officers made 
no inquiry or search for that party. The warrants 
were a mere pretext or sudterfuge for breaxing in- 
to the house. It wasapiain abuse of the process 
of jaw, which rendered every person participating 
and cognizant of the purpose a trespasser from the 
beginning. Slomer vs. The People, 25 III., 70. 
Consequently the warrants have no further effect. 
in this case than that of aggravating the trespass, 
and showing, with the other circumstances, the 
reasonableness of the prisoner's apprehensions of 
violence from those engaged in this nigh-handed 
business. : 

After a searching examination, the evidence 
failed to show that any gambling was being done 
on the premises at the time in question. 

When a felony has been committed, an author- 
ized officer may, upon suspicion, supported by 
reasonable and probabie grounds, arrest the party 
suspected without warrant. Butin euch tase it 
would be unlawful to enter a dwelling-house by 
force or Without permission of the occupant: In 
case of misdemeanors no arrest without warrant 
can be justified except when the party is found in 
the act, vor is it lawful to break into a dweliling- 
house without warrant forthe purpose of finding 
parties in the act of committing misdemeanors. 
That section, however. forbida the forcible eu- 
trance of an officer into a dwelling for the purposes 
of seizures withouta warrant issued in pursuance 
of its provisions. 

It is manifest from the views expressed that all 
the persons engaged in the invasion of the prison- 
er's rooms were trespassers, because they had no 
warrant authorizing such entry ur the search. The 
warrants they had, not being for the bona fide ar- 
rest of the party named, but beld for another pur- 
pose and an illegal one, afforded no justiucation 
and conferred no authority. 

it was claimed by counsel for the city that, be- 
cause some of these officers had uniforms on, it 
was the same, 80 far as concerned the prisoner, as 
if — had full legal authority. Lam unable two 
perceive why a uniform should confer power any 
more than fine raiment should confer virtue, Ofi- 
cers in uniform may constitate a mob, and their 
tumult amount to a riot, just the same as un un- 
lawful assemblage of men in rage and ulth. 

It is decided by statute in thie State that justi- 
flable homicide is the killing of a human being in 
the defense of habitation against any person or 
persens who manifestly intend and endeavor in a 
violent, rivtous, or tamultuous manner to enter 
the habitation of another for thé purpose of as- 
saulting or offering personal violence to any ver- 
son dwelling or being therein.“ Here were ten or 
twelve men armed with pistol, club, and imple- 
ments for breaking open doors assemoled at the 
eutrance of the prisoner's apartments; tbey were 
without legal authority. and trespassers; they 
were violent and tumuliuous; they assaulted and 
maltreated her; they were in the act of breaking 
into der apa.iments by force; she bade them de- 
part, out they did not, but persisted in the ualaw- 
tul attempt to enter, when she fired the pistol at 
the leaders. Nobody was hurt. but. if the person 
aimed at had been killed,it would have been justi- 
fable homicide, because there is in the facts every 
element necessary to bring the case within tae 
statute. 

These fundamental principles, which underlie the 
doctrine of individual rights under our Govern- 
ment, must be steadfastly and unflinchingly ad- 
hered to and upheld. If they sball ever become so 
obsolete as to be inoperative, ali that is most val- 
uavie in our institutions will de gone; and it will 
be the fault. principally, of the courts that it is so. 
The very Orst tums which a Judge ougut to learn, 
and the last thing he should forget, is that, as be- 
tween the pmvate individual and Governmenta! 
powers, upon waose probable abuses Constitutions 
were intended as arestraint, he shoul. be ever 
watchful and solicitous in guarding the individoal! 
rights of the citizen, leaving such power to take 
care of it-elf, for power is Always gathering to itself 
strength, eniarging its sphere, witb a constant 
tendency to acression. It can more than take care 
of itself. This is especiaily true of the police 
power of the City of Chicago, where the individual 
personal rights of the citizen are habitually disre- 
varded. to my certain knowledge. Regarding this 
as a case of justifiable self-defense, the prisoner 
wil) be discharged, 

The result of these dicta, which the Supreme 
Court has never indorsed, and probably never 
will, if they should ever be presented there in 
any form—the result of these declarations of 
which the police were not bound to take notice, 
was that the Supenntendent threw up the 
sponge, and because he could not suppress 
gambling in his own way, said be would not sup- 
press it in any way. It is true, that the method 
set down in the ordinances is a slow and a cum- 
bersome one. There is uo swilt justice about it. 
A gambler has all the chances on his side of 
the law’s delays, of corrupt juries, especially 
in justice courts, and of abducted witnesses. 
Still no effort was made to do anything under 
the existing law. The force, hampered and ob- 
structed by the so-called decision of Judge 
McAllister, refused to do anything, and even 
in cases where gambling-houses were open, and 
where it was easy for them to have obtained 
good witnesses to the existence of gambiing,— 
witnesses who could have sworn out wurraots 
upon which all these gamblers, could have been 
arrested und ultimately copvicted,—they yet re- 
fused to do anything. 


THE MAYOR’S DECLARATION, 

This gave confidence to these criminals, and 
little by little the houses which had temporarily 
shut up were reopened, or the gamblers who 
tad left for other cities returned to their oid 
haunts. The business was slowly reviving 
when, on the 10th of May, it got another tre- 
mendious boost. Mavor Harrison on that day 
called before him various police officers and 
stated to them his police policy, and gave them 
an idea of the course which they should pursue. 
He said, among other things, as officially re- 
ported by one of his assistants, that it was im- 
possibic to stop gambling. but should not be 
carned on openly.” This declaration, priuted 
in all ‘the Chicago papers, was carried to all 
parts of the country. Every gambler who was 
here cut it out aud sent it to all his chums, and 
in a sbort time, as some of the people inter- 
viewed in vesterday’s ‘TRIBUNE stated, a swarm 
of the brethren of the green cloth were rusb- 
ing in bere, each one having this particular 
newspaper slio in his pocketbook. ‘The old 
houses began running wide open, and new ones 
were started and are starting every day. 

The following is a fuil, true, and particular“ 
list of the known rambling-houses now in oper- 
ation in Chicago, every one of which was io 
op-ration last night. No attempt has been 
made to discriminate in the character of the

To this same invitation 
on the part of the Mayor, to thw oatlining of 
his policy, may be ascribed the immense uum- 
ber of gambling-bouses which are now in full 
blast here. f 


THE POLICE POLIOY. 

The alarming influx of criminals of all classes, 
from burgiars and highway robbers down to 
three-card-moute men, is due in part to a mis- 
taken idea which circulated throughout the 
country among these people, that the Mayor 
had practically promised immunity to all evil- 
doers. This was a misunderstanding growing 
out of bis remarks upon gambling, because in 
the same specch to the police he gave directions 
for the arrest and punishment of bunko- 
steerers, confidence men, and vagrants of 
all classes. But the chief guilty parties 
are the police force. Up to a compara- 
tively recent period it was the custom 
of the Department, except in special 
cases where it was considered absolutely ueces- 
sary to keep things quiet in order to work up a 


case, to spread before the reporters, and that is 
before the public, the details of whatever rob- 
beries, burglaries. larcenies, and other offenses 
that were reported to them or they had learned 
of in other wars. All these were published in 
the papers, their number at no time, of course, 
being very small, for ina large city there must 
necessarily be much crime. 

But a short time ago a policy of suppression 
was begun, which was d to a ridiculous ex- 
treme. It was resolved to give to the papers 
no particulars concerning any crime which had 
deen reported at headquarters until the offend- 
ers were arrested, and sometimes not even then. 
Citizens going to headquarters to report the 
loss of goods were cautioned over and over 
again to say nothing about it to the reporters. 
Of course the police were not absurd enough to 
imagine that the publication of the fact of the 
robbery would notify the thieves that they bad 
committed a robbery, that the robbery had 
been discovered, and that therefore it would be 
well for them to hunt their holes. The heads 
of the department struck the idea that if 
ne criminal items were priuted in the 
papers the public would imagine that the Police 
Department was singularly efficient, ana, there- 
fore, they tried in every possible way, dy 
threatening patrolmen and detectives with dis- 
charge in case they leaked, to keep the facts 
from the public. To a certain extent, for a 
time, this policy was successful. The papers 
got no items, and the innocent public got the 
impression that there was no crime; that the 
Chicago police force was a most admirabie pre- 
ventive institution, 

But the criminal classes far and wide 
all over the country saw the case dif- 
ferently. They saw that the Chicago 
papers, which they knew were in the habit 
of reporting everything of a criminal nature, 
were giving little or nothing. There were no 
more accounts of the arrests of bunko-steerers, 
of three-card monte men, of gamolers, or even 
of bighwavmen and house-robbers,—nothing 
but a few insignificant oickpockets. So they 
came to the conclusion that the same immunity 
which had been granted the gamblers was 
granted to themselves also, and for that reason 
they flocked here from all quarters, until now 
the streets are thronged with them. 

And, unfortunately, after they did get here, 
no attempt was made to do anything with them. 
Many were at first, of course, unknown to the 
police. They were operators from other 
cities whose faces were strange to 
the detectives and patrolmen of this 
city; but it sbould not have taken them 
long, owing to the relations existing between 
the various Police Departments and the informa- 
tion each gives the other, to have learned that 
these people were bere, and te have taken the 
proper measures to deal with them. But noth- 
ing bas been done, or if done the knowledge. of 
it bas been kept from the press. Certainly 
there is no falling off in the number of these 
offenders. 

The policy which the Acting Superintendent 
as just adopted, and which was carried out 
under previous Administrations, of swearing out 
warrants against notorious criminals who are 
known to have po honest means of sub- 
sistence, was aba a few months ago, 
and with the worst of consequences. These 
criminals, seeing that they were not molested, 
that they were brought before no Court, that po 
attention was paid to them, have gone on grow- 
ing bolder with impunity uotil now it is getting 
unsafe for a stranger to travel thestrects, The 
alarming increase in crimes against the person 
and crimes against property, for they have in- 
creased seriously. is due solely to the enormous 
nuinder of offeuders who have flocked here from 
all quarters, who, having come ‘here, must live, 
and who know but one way to live, aud who 
will stay here until they are warued off by the 
sharp and summary punishment of some of their 
number. 

For some time back the whole police pMicy of 
the city has been a blundering one, and, taken 
in conjunction with the unwise remark of the 
Mavor, misinterpreted in part, has led directly 
upto this state of things which Acting-Suot. 
O’ Donnell is now striving, and, it is to be hoped 
with success, to remedy. He isan excellent 
officer, knows his buginess, is not to be thwart- 
ed or discouraged by little obstacies, and is 
generally in the babit of accomplishing what- 
ever he sets out to do.

Besides the numerous professional thieves 
that have swarmed to this city expecting 
leniency under a Democratic Administration, 
the confidence men, banko, and thrée~«ard 
swindlere appear to be greatly on the increase, 
and pew faces are seen on Clark street every 
day.

At an early hour the clique, 
which largely represented the combination that 
so effectually worked the deal for last month, 
began their deltveries, and ina short time re- 
ceipts, some of them dating back to October and 
November of last year, Came piling in thick as 
leaves in Valambrosa. Under the pressure to

was coming in at a loss of from 10 to 16 cents 
per bushel, there wis a calamitous breakdown. 
The market ovened at 88 and all of a sudden 
dropped to 866. at which large blocks were 
purchased by a few discreet bears, who 
came to the rescue, fearful that the 
plunge to which the market had been subjected 
would eventuate ina wreck to all concerned. 
The situation was a ticklish one. The combina- 
tion which mantpulated the June deal 80 suc- 
cessfully bad taken advantage of the sudden 
t bull? movement to unload at the exalted prices 
consequent upon a change of front by many 
who had hitherto been on the dear side, 
aud the wheat which was sold on the 
July option at prices ranging from 
98 to $1.04 was piled in on the boys. aud had to be 
paid for. The pressure to realize was more than 
enormous.

NEW ENGINE-HOUSE. 


A Handsome Structure. 

The handsomest engine-hovse in this country 
is just being completed on Marwell, near Canal 
street. it is designed for Company No. 6, of 
which James O’Brien f Captain. Mr. O’Brien 
is the man Wo surprised at one time not only 
Ald. McAuley, of the First Ward, but the 
Commercial Club of Boston, whose visit here 
to inspect the ving, Department was duly 
recorded in THE RIBUNE at the time. 
O’Brien was Captain of No. 10 Engine 
then. McAuley had just returned from Boston, 
where an engine got toa fire and made a quar- 
ter of a mile in five minutes. On his way home, 
Ald. McAuley happened to be passing the cor- 
ner of Wabash avenue and Jackson street When 
Box 58 was turnedin. This was at the time of 
the riot. No. 10 was located on Pacific: avenue, 
near Harrison street, and the boys made a balf- 
mile in two minutes. McAuley coafessed his 
surprise to Chief Benner. Engine Wo, 6, 
with O’Brien 0 Captain, it will be 
remembered, made the best time in the Chicago 
Fire Department, as evidenced by the last teat. 
The hitching time from the stalls was eleven 
seconds. Three men at the pole did it in seven 
seconds. Out of bed, they managed it in twen- 
ty-seven seconds. No. 6 engine and cart are 
pulled by five horses. 

The building is a two-story and basemert one, 
covering territory 25x110 feet. The front on 
the firat story is of sandstone, which, 
by the way, is an, elegant imi- 
tation of marble; the two upper stories are of 
St. Louis pressed brick. The main floor is of 
Georgia pine, 8x5iaches thick. The ceiling is 
of corrugated iron. The walls are of imitation 
Ashlar. in the second floor are the dormitory 
and sitting-room. The sitting-room isin the 
rear. In the northwest corner is the bath-room. 
Two poles let the bovs down when tbey are 
‘‘ounking,” and a double skylight shows 
up the way to get down. The 
woodwork is in ash and oak. 
Au clevator takes the man on watch up to and 
down from the tower, Which is about eigbtyv 
feet hich. A man can come down in about 
seven seconds. A ladder, besides, leads to 
the tower, which is worked in the brick. The 
roof is flat, and of tar and gravel.

It would 
seem, however, that some parties in the ex- 
perting line must have obtained an inkling 
of the intention to wind up, as they were 
prepared to buy heavily of the wheat when 
offered, and did pick up all they could get 
hold of Saturday for shipment. This ar- 
rested the break in prices, and the result 
may be a much less disastrous state of things 
than many feared would ensue from leaving 
so much oid wheat on hand to compete with 
the new wheat now being harvested. The 
wants of Western Europe are so great, owing 
to an unusually large shortage there, that 
all the wheat, old and new, we may have to 
spare will probably be wanted at fair prices. 

Justice PR mH, of the South Side, 
fails to understand how a pool-room is to 
be considered as a common gaming-house, 
and, consequently, when the keepers of the 
notorious resorts along what is commonly 
termed *‘ Gamblers’ Alley” were brought 
up for punishment yesterday, he discharged 
them from custody.

It is fair to presume that the pool-sellers will 
return to their tricks and gather in the dol- 
lars as they have been in the habit of doing, 
and there will be found a large class of peo- 
ple ready to encourage the gambling con- 
cerns. Would it be satisfactory to the ele- 
gant young gentlemen and old gentlemen 
who frequert these places, and who are con- 
tracting habits that may ultimately lead them 
| to ruin, to have their names published in the 
morning papers,—just as interesting per- 
sonal information? It would, no doubt, be 
interesting to their friends, their employers, 
and their families. Suppose it be tried for a 
few mornings. 


THE COMING STRIKE. 

We do not suppose there is any longer 
a disguise of the purpose to have a gen- 
eral eight-hour strike on the part of all the 
mechanical employments in this city, if such 
a result can be accomplished. The senseless 
proceedings on the part of a portion of the 
furniture-makers leave no question that 
their strike means more, and is intended to 
reach further, than the purely imaginary 
grievances of that trade. In point of fact, 
the furniture men do not claim they have 
any grievances. They are all at work; 
every man who is able to work can obtain 
employment; not a word is uttered con- 
cerning wages; the demand is that no man 
belonging to that trade, whether employed 
on piece or other work, shall labor more 
than eight hours per day. This is the de- 
mand, and to enforce ita strike is ordered 
that 800 or more persons, all at work at ac- 
ceptable wages, shall lay down their tools 
and work no more. Of course, there is no 
possible reason why the furniture-makers 
should take this extraordinary action that 
does not apply as well to every other 
mechanical occupation in the city. As there 
is no purpose on the part of employers to 
submit to any such demand, the strike in- 
volves the loss of a summer s work,—the loss 
to 800 families of the wages for the whole 
season. There can, of course, be but one 
outcome to this struggle,—as such things 
always end. The loss at an average of $12 
per week, for thirteen weeks, to 800 men, 
will be about $125,000. To the persons called 
upon to surrender this large sum the sum- 
mers holiday will be a costly one. It is 
proposed, after closing the factories in Chi- 
cago, to extend the strike to all the furniture 
factories throughout the country. Agents 
are already at work at Grand Rapids and 
other places, to induce the workmen there to 
strike also on the same demand If this 
strike be limited to Chicago, then the manu- 
facture of furniture must cease here. Our 
manufacturers cannot sell their goods in 
competition with those produced elsewhere 
at 25 per cent less cost. If the 
strike be general, and 25 per cent be added 
to the cost of all furniture produced 
in the West, then there will be of necessity 
a reduction of consumption. The strikers’ 
idea is that the general advance of 25 per 


cent in all kinds of furniture will be paid by 


the purchasers; but the purchasers have 
‘the means of protecting themselves by not 
buying. The present comparative cheap- 
ness of furniture has produced a great 
revival in the trade in all parts of the coun- 
try. But the rise in the cost of production, 
and a still greater rise in the retail prices to 
consumers, will have the effect of arresting 
the great demand, and of filling warehouses 
and warerooms with stocks which cannot be 
sold even at old prices. There is no branch 
of trade where the proportion of sales is so 
closely regulated by the price as that of 
furniture. Four-fifths of the furniture sold 
is to replace that which is out of style or a 
little old-fashioned. An advance of price 
arrests this demand, as was witnessed dur- 
ing the bankrupting business done during 
the five years just preceding the fall in 
prices and large increase of demand. 

The strike, supposing it to be general and 
successful, would result in reducing before 
next January the number of men at work 
one-half, leaving the others without labor 
and without wages. 

The cabinet-makers’ strike is, however, 
but the prelude to the grand work marked 
out by the managers. We mean that class 
of men who may have reluctantly worked at 
times, but who prefer the more congenial 
labor of lecturing and orating upon the 
wrongs of those who do work; the men 
who get up picnics, and who preach for the 
** gate-money,” thus raising the wind which 
they are too lazy or incompetent to earn by 
labor; the men who “pass the hat” at 
halis or processions, and at strikes, and thus 
get the means of living while they harangue 
the multitudes upon the dignity of labor. 
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Memphis. There is a strike there! There 


ia a suspension of labor in that city. The 
whole industrial men and 
women, are out of work. They cannot live 
in that city. If they remain there they 
atarve, or die by fever. They must perish, or 
seek homes and labor elsewhere. What will 
@ general strike in Chieago smount. to if it 
be attempted and persisted in? What will be 
the effect of stopping work by 15,000 ihe 
chanics and persons in connecting employ- 
ments? What ate the families of those 
men to live upon in the interval between the 
date of the strike and the time when there 
will be a return to work? If there is to bea 
general strike, it is not to be supposed it is 
merely for a week or a month, but that each 
man who strikes abandons his employ- 
ment never to return to it. What 
is to be the effect of this voluntary 
abandonment of employment and of wages, 
and this high resolve of permanent inde- 
pendence of ‘labor and of wages hereafter? 
That the terms demanded by these men of 
eight hours’ work for ten hours’ pay will ever 
be granted can hardly be hoped for by those 
among the workmen who think at all. 
There may be a concession for a few days or 
weeks to a few men, for special reasons, but 
practically the demand is utterly hopeless. 
In making this strike these men must intend 
to go back to work on the old terms after a 
few weeks’ holiday, or they must intend to 
make the condition of Chicago as desolate as 
is that of Memphis. There may be-no epi- 
demic in Chicago; but the want, the idle- 
ness, the destitution, the loss and wastage 
from the suspension of production, the trans- 
fer of manufacture and trade to other places, 
the wholesale suspension of wages, and 
the sickness, the distress, and mortality inci- 
dent to such a condition, will be here just as 
strongly as in Memphis, but with- 
out the natural reason therefor. In 
Memphis the calamity will be inevitable, 
and one which no human energy or effort can 
avert or bring toaclose. In Chicago the 
calamity will be sought for, directly procured, 
and maintained—a wanton disturbance of in- 
dustrial employments and a causeless arrayal 
of employers against employed brought 
about — under an insane delusion of improv- 
ing labor by reducing production. Should 
this strike in Chicago be general, then the 
spectacle will be presented of thousands of 
able-bodied men, representing as many fam- 
ilies, all employed at remunerative wages, 
voluntarily suspending work, forcing the 
abandonment of manufactures, and devoting 
the season of 1879 to beer-drinking picnics, 
idle processions, wasteful expenditure, and the 
payment of the inevitable gate-money to 
cheap orators. 

No such strike can be maintained. It will 
end im the discomfiture and defeat of those 
who attempt it; but in the meantime it will 
exhibit how wantonly men may abuse their 
own interests, how selfishly they will sascri- 
fice the general interests, and how weakly, 
submissively, and expensively they will per- 
mit themselves to be fooled, deluded, led, 
and plundered by the self-constituted oracles 
who urge them to the insane policy of earn- 
ing as little wages as possible. : 


STREET-PAVEMENTS IN CHICAGO. 

There is no denying the fact that the 
street-pavements of this city are in frightful 
order, and the interests of business as well 
as the comfort of the people demand an im- 
provement in their condition. The delay 
in transportation, and the wear and tear on 
man, beast, and vehicle occasioned by the 
all but impassable condition of certain busi- 
ness thoroughfares, will soon incite the pub- 
lic to exact very general improvements. 
What shape such improvements shall take 
is, consequently, a pertinent and interesting 
inquiry. 

It may be admitted that the wooden- block 
pavement has its defects, the chief of which 
is its rapid decay as generally laid down and 
as universally abused by the public; but 
other pavements have defects also, and it is 
a matter of comparative cost, desirability, 
and durability which must be determined. 


| The Belgian pavement is not merely noisy, 


but it is costly. There are no stone 
formations in this part of the country 
from which the Beigian pavement can 
be constructed, and it is doubtful 
whether the people would consent to sustain 
the serious cost of bringing boulders from a 
long distance; it is also doubtful whether 
the people of Chicago, who have been accus- 
tomed to the wooden pavement, would en- 
dure the noise inseparable from the Belgian 
pavement. The limestone which is plentiful 
and cheap in this part of the country is un- 
suited to the Macadam pavement; it chips 
and crumbles, and is quickly ground down 
into dust that water converts into the nasti- 
est of mud. The so-called asphalt pave- 
ments which have been laid in Chicago, in 
which asphalt as a rule is a very small ingre- 
dient, have not resisted the severities of our 
climate; if made solid enough to bear the 
scorching rays of the summer sun, it cracks 
and goes to pieces under the influence of the 
extreme cold of winter, while an adaptation 
to the winter climate cannot resist the sum- 
mer heat. 

All experiments thus far for the streets 
which bear the heavy travel in this city have ' 
forced a return to the wooden pavements. 
Of these we have had an infinite variety. 
The best and most durable was the original 
block pavement constructed of white oak. 
The miles of pavement laid with unseasoned 
pine have done much to bring the system 
into disrepute, but the more recent experi- 
ments with thé cedar blocks have largely 
counteracted the prevailing dissatisfaction. 
It must be remembered that most of the 
wooden pavements now in decay were laid 
upon streets newly filled in with loose dirt; 
the filling has all been done in most of the 
streets, and has had time to settle and pack, 
so that there will be a better foundation for 
future paving. There is also reason 
to believe that the foundation can be 
improved by laying flagstones upon 
the sub-bed of sand, and then laying 
the wooden blocks, A strip of this pavement 
was laid last year on Dearborn street, near 
the intersection of Madison street, and 
it is lasting well. Another piece of 
pavement similar in construction is now 
being laid on LaSalle street, between 
Lake and Randolph, and property-owners 
will do well to amine. It is claimed that 
the first cost of the pavement is only one- 
third more, that the wooden blocks wear 
longer, and that the cost of relaying is two- 
thirds less, er 

With cedar-block pavements laid upon a 
flagstone foundation in the principal thor- 
oughfares; with cobblestones between the 
horse-railroad tracks; and, finally, with 
gravel or Macadam pavement on the residence 
and cross streets, Chicago would have an ad- 
mirable system for business purposes and 


system of repaving is begun is to compel the 
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width of the tires of trucks and heavy 
vehicles is not more than two or two and a 


aggregating several tons, bearing down upen 
such a tire is nearly skin to striking 
wooden pavement with a broedax. It taxes 
the power of resistance inherent in the wood 
beyond all reason, tis safe to say that if 
the tire of the wagon-wheel were four inches 
wide instead. of two the wooden blocks 
would have four times as much resistance as 
now; if the tire were three times &s wide as 
it usually is the power of resistance would be 
nine times as great; that would be the rate 
of progression, A heavy iron roller, several 
feet wide, could be dragged over the pave- 
ments without injury; indeed, it might im- 
prove them by packing them solidly. A huge 
sharp ax brought down apon the wood with the 
force equal to several tons’ weight would 
split it open. The very same principles oh- 
tain in the case of wagon-wheels; the nar- 
row tire cuts into the wood, displaces the 
blocks, and breaks up the pavement, while 
the broad tire would distribute the blow. 
It is the business of the City Government to 
enforce a change in the width of wagon- 
tires. The city could better afford to as- 
sume the entire cost of making the change 
than to permit the present irrational system 
to prevail, The adoption of wide tires can best 
be accomplished, however, by agraded system 
of licenses, clearly within the jurisdiction of 
the city, which shall tax the narrow-tired 
wagons heayily, and encourage broad tires 
by lowering the license-fee in inverse pro- 
portion to the width of the tires. The cost 
of making the changes will be insignificant 
in each individual case, and the owners of 
business wagons will find full compensation 
within a year in the resultant saving of the 
street-pavements and facilitating of traffic. 
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§ AMERICAN PREACHING. 

Some months ago an article on Certain 
Dangerous Tendencies of American Life,” 
printed in the Atlantic Monthly, excited con- 
siderable attention and comment. The same 
writer in the August numberof the Atlantic 
applies a similar analytical method to the 
subject of Preaching in this country. His 
118 are well taken in the main, though 

the spirit of the article is too pessimistic; 
in this respect there is another resemblance 
to the ‘previous article. It is a matter 
for regret that so genial and cheerful a 
writer should drift into a gloomy view of any 
subject in life, but this new vein may be of 
service to the people for whom he writes. 
At all events, he uses the scourge so mildly 
and so judiciously that it will create no ran- 
cor nor bad feeling, 

The writer starts out with the conviction 
that reverence, trust, and obedience are the 
objects at which preaching should be aimed, 
and that the tea of all pulpits should 
lead up to the highest standard of moral 
order by broad spiritual truths. This is a 
somewhat old-fashioned notion; and it is not 
surprising that one whe-clings to it as the 
basis of church influbmes should object es- 
pecially to the intelfectual tendency of the 
pulpit as dangerous. ,, This objection is set 
forth in the following language : 

„One of the chief dangers or defects of preach- 
ing in our time, in this country at least. is its 
tendency to become pre optinantly intellectual; to 
deal with all its materials Ay intellectual methods. 
The facts, truths, principles, and ideas employed 
and illustrated in Ame preaching to-day be- 
long, in great part. tof main of the inteYlect, 
and are of a nature tu gijmulate chiefly the intel- 
lectual faculties, and to@es@pprehended by them. 
They are not marshaled Ma spiritual purpose to 
spiritual ends. - are not or assimilated by any 
power of adequate spirttyal vitality. Preaching of 
this intellectual kind largely, of argament 
and discussion, and jtsb@refore necessarily pro- 
duces and cultivates ehiéfiy activity of the intel- 
lectnal faculties; that A mental condition or 
attitude of a critical or questioning character, —a 
spirit of doubt. The religious spirit is essentially 
the spirit of trust and of'ebedience. The special 
tendencies and develop ts of thought which 
characterize our own age have been. in too great 
measure, reprodaced in tne preaching of the time. 
We have had too much of ‘preaching for the 
times’; that is, the preaching has dealt too largely 
with things which are recent and transient, with 
the superficia) aud particular rather than with the 

vital, permanent, and universal. 

While it may be admitted as true that the 
essay has largely taken the place of exborta- 
tion in the American pulpit, and that a diver- 
sion of Sunday thonghts from a simple con- 
templation of future beatitude to philosophic 
inquiry may be dangerous, it cannot be 
denied that the increased intellectual ac- 
tivity of the people might render an avoid- 
ance of the new method still more dangerous. 
If the preachers of to-day were all to follow 
in the gld ruts and rest their influence upon 
spiritual appeals alone, they would find 
their congregations falling off in numbers, 
and their words would be addressed to deaf 
ears. The spirit of doubt has fastened upon 
so many people that the intellectual preacher 
who can reconcile the hard facts of Science 
with the traditions of Religion, and curb the 
speculative disposition of his people with 
sermons addressed to their reason, may ac- 
complish more in the service of religion than 
one of the old schoo] of anquestioning faith 
and tireless fervor. The conservation of re- 
ligious zeal may be safely left with the 
women of the Church; but the men demand 
sermons in the line of their own thoughts, 
doubts, investigations, and readings. This 
is meant in the general way in which it is 
expressed, and does not cover manifold ex- 
ceptions on both sides. It would be unwise 
for the ministers of the Gospel, either.as a 
profession or as servants of the Lord, to 
ignore the tendency of the present genera- 
tion of church-goers to reach out for new 
information; too many people have already 
fallen away from the churches because their 
longing for intellectual investigation has 
been unsatisfied, and it is only in those 
churches which, by reason of denomination 
or location, gather in the masses that the 
old-time admonitions and exhortations can 
serve the end of religious services. 

A much fairer and more useful criticism 
is that leveled at certain quack oratory that 
has found a conspicuous place in American 
preaching. No one who reads the following 
paragraph can fail to recognize a class of 
preachers of whom an American sensation- 
alist now in England isa degraded example, 
and most people will sympathize hearti- 
ly with the strictures of the characterization : 

One of the svecial dangers and defects of 
preaching in this country is connected with the 

popular liking for orstory in the pulpit, the de- 
mand for what is called eloquent preaching. The 
common American idea of pulpit eloquence is low 
and sensational, It means chiefly a rapid and em- 
phatic utterance of sonorous seutences, with 
something extreme, paradoxicai, and violent in 
the though! presented; though not much thought is 
required. People demand of the preacher that he 
shall arouse and excite them, and they enjoy with 
a kind of voluptuousnees the temporary stimulus 
and thrill of emotion which the preaching causes. 
It results from the laws of mental action that 
preaching this kind does not inspire conscien- 
tiousness, Sor tend to practical moral activity, It 
necessarily produces and fosters mental canditions 
which are extremely unfavorable to spirituality of 
character and life. This apvetite for eloquence, 
working with other tendencies of the age, has 
helped to make the preaching in this country dra- 
matic and entertaining, but, in large measure, un- 
spiritual, This, I think, ean be rightly regarded

Such preachers belong to a class that cannot 

long survive the present marvelous develop- 


| ment of the mind. They may still do some- 


thing to degrade the pulpit, to turn thinking 
people away from the Church, to demoralize 
the religious masses, and to increase the 
flippancy with which religious topics are so 
often treated; but the time is not far distant 
when their preaching will find no coun- 
tenance from intelligent people, and then it 
will die of inanition. 

Some of the minor criticiams are perti- 
nent, The injudicious use and tiresome 
iteration of Scriptural terms and phrases are 
characteristic rather of the old than the new 
style of preaching; but it is true that there 
is still too much stress laid upon mere repe- 
tition of Biblical figures and texts that are 
obscure in themselves and lack the impor- 
tance which many preachers attach to them. 
So, too, the practice of pastoral visits may 
be fairly regarded as a hindrance rather than 
a help to pulpit teachings. The minister of 
native power who cultivates solitude, study, 
and reflection is more apt to wield a decided 
pupit influence than he who mingles freely 
with hia congregation in a social way and 
becomes commonplace to his hearers; but 
the intellectual drift of the pulpit has a 
tendency to remove the social hindrances 
to the power of the ministry. The final 
conclusion of the Atlantic article, however, 
is the most correct, viz.: that the preach- 
ing of the time in this country is as good as 
the people are willing to hear.” If a certain 
class of preachers have abandoned the old 
style of invocation and exhortation for mere 
sensational oratory, the change has been for 
the worse, but it has been in response to a 
certain popular demand. The hope is that 
the intellectual tendency of the modern pul- 
pit, which is likewise the outgrowth of a 
higher order of popular sentiment, will 
counteract this influence and finally destroy 
the market for the sensational preaching. 
It is not probable that the emotional influ- 
ences of the pulpit will ever be revived 
outside of certain primitive communities ; 
but there will be a different kind of rapport 
between preachers and their congregations, 
based upon intellectual harmony, and per- 
haps upon a utilitarian view of morality that 
will give the pulpit as broad and valuable 
an influence as it has ever had. 


CLEANLINESS AND VENTILATION. 

The reports of the special sanitary inspect. 
ors reveal how widely extended are careless- 
ness and ignorance in relation to matters of 
health. People ordinarily intelligent will 
live day after day and year after year in close 
proximity to the most villainous nuisances 
without making the least effort to have them 
abated. It is a stromg statement, but the 
facts will bear it out, that the conveniences 
of sinks and closets are actually converted by 
negligence and misuse into positive health- 
destroying nuisances by at least one-half the 
persons having control of such premises. 
These people seem to ignore all care 
or interest in such matters. Closets 
and sinks may with proper care and 
attention be made additions to the comfort 
and cleanliness of dwellings, and be made to 
con te largely to the health of the prem- 
ises by the speedy and effectual removal of 
what otherwise would be offensive. This 
idea of the use of such conveniences is seem- 
ingly the last one entertained by a large por- 
tion of housekeepers, They seem to accept 
filthy sinks and closets as part of the domes- 
tic economy of the day; from familiarity 
they cease to notice offensive odors, and 
finally live undisturbedly in the presence of 
death-distilling filth. So fatal to health are 
foul sinks, closets, and leaking sewerage that 
it would be infinitely better for the occu- 
pants if the authorities were to close up 
permanently every house where such evils 
exist, and better to turn the inmates 
out and compel them to find other dwellings 
than have them live day after day, waking 
and sleeping, breathing the fetid gases es- 
caping from these neglected pipes. We know 
of no measure for the preservation of general 
health, and the protection of families against 
this fatal poisoning, more promising of good 
results than the house-to-house examination 
now going on, if it be followed by a prompt 
and enforced cleaning, purification, and re- 
pair of all defects. 

Another and almost equally injurious neg- 
lect on the part of householders is that of 
ventilation. No house, especially during the 
warm season, should ever be wholly closed 
to the outer air at night. There should 
be some communication from all parts of the 
honse with the outer air; and when there is 
no admission of pure air from without 
and escape of impure air from witb- 
in sleeping in such premises is as 
fatal to health as if sewer-valves were left 
open. Pure air isinvaluable; it may be said 
to be essential to the preservation of human 
health. No man is at liberty to shut himself 
and his family into sealed sleeping-rooms, 
there to breathe over and over health-de- 
stroying air, any more than he is at liberty to 
subject them to breathe any other health- 
destroying poison. There are thousands of 
persons who bring with them to this country 
the notion that night air is always un- 
healthy,” and hence, as a preparation for 
sleeping, carefully close every door, window, 
or crevice through which the outer air may 
enter and purify the rooms in which they 
sleep. ‘There is nothing so essential to good 
health as pure air, and it makes no difference 
whether it be in the night time or day. | 

Those who read the reports of the Sub- 
Inspectors of ‘the Health Department, as to 
the shocking condition of premises they find, 
must remember that in afew days the In- 
spectors will visit them, and let them take 
pains and have their premises put in cleanly 
condition, and thas eseape being held up as 
examples to others.

He re- 
sisted, but the clergy controiled the mind 
of the bigot Count p’Artom, alterwards 
Cuarces X., and through bim, at last, his able 
bat indolent brother. Under OCmartes the 
clergy bad things pretty much their owt way; 
controled primsry and collegiate education,

taken in 1861. It showed that France contained 
14,000 religious houses and dependencies, 
with 110,000 male and female inmates, sup- 
ported by the public. 

Their number has trebled since, sey the Liber- 
als. The immigration of these soldiers of the 
Pope”? has brought nearly half a million of 
them into France. The very substance of the 
nation is devoured. Their property io mort- 
main, in real estate and securities, amounts to 
four thousand millions of dollars. In the large 
cities they own whole districts, and pay fabulous 
sums to insurance offices. They engage in com- 
merce without paying taxes; their presence is 
a danger to the State. 

They say, furthermore, that the clergy were in 
politics, where they have no business. ‘‘ France 
to herself, the priest to bis altar; thet they 
control weak men’s minds through the relis- 
ious sentimentalism of the women, make the 
young men committed to their charge unmanly, 
and unfit the girls they educate for the duties of 
wives and mothers. The Jesuits, they must ad- 
mit, tre excellent instructors of science and lan- 
guage (the reverend gentlemen distanced the 
laity in the recent competitive examinations), 
but that, they say, is no compensation for a de- 
testable moral training, nor for tne cant and 
hypocrisy their presence and influence cause to 
permeate French society.

SINKING-FUNDS. 


WHAT THE COUNTY LOSES. 

Tue TRIBUNE published yesterday the opinios 
of Messers. Stiles & Lewis, given. to ‘County 
Treasurer McCrae,to the effect that he is not re 
quired to invest in county or other bonds the 
$111,000 of sinking-fund money now in his hands; 
and. indeed, that he cannot do it with safety, stuet 
his successor might require bim to turn over 
the money in cash, and not accept a tender iu 
bonds, which might be worth less than their 
face at the time the tender was 
made. This decision is pecuniarily an 
unfortunate one, because it deprives the county, 
that is, the taxpayers, of the interest on the 
sinking fund. which would otherwise go “ar 
toward paying off the principal of their indebt- 
edness. 

By the imperative provision of the Constitu- 
tion, municipal bodies contracting debts are re- 
quired, at the time of incurring the indebted- 
ness, to provide for the collection, by a direct 
anoual tax, of sufficient to pay the interest as it 
falls due, and also to pay and discharge the prin- 
cipal within twenty years from the time 
of contracting the debt. This bas sot 
been done in Cook County.

O00, of which the Gov- 
erument may recover something in the Wheeler 
case, where the amount was about 000, and 
poseibly all in this last and slickest scheme of 
the lot. As the approval of the bond is alto- 
gether outside of the Collector’s office, and as 
the stamps do not pase through that Depart- 
ment, but come direct from Washingtoe aud are 
delivered to the alleged manufacturer at the 
express office, the scheme is practically devend- 
ent for success upon the carelessocas of the Dis- 
trict Attorpey’s office or the Judge of the Dis- 
trict Court on the swindler’s ability to hood- 
wink them. Just how Judge Drummond, who 
is the Circuit Judge, came to have any jurisdic- 
tion ver this bond is oue of the yet unexplained 
features in this last case, for, according to the 
rules of the artment, no ore but the Dis- 
trict Attorney or the Judge of the District Court 
can approve such a bond. 

In view of the wide field for fraud offered by 
this practice of giv eredit for match stamps 
on the decidediy doubtiul security furnisbed br 
the average match bend, it is a matter of some 
wonder that Congress has not broker up the 
game by repealing the lew, and making the 
match fellows pay cash for what they cet. 
After what bas happened out this way of 
late—and there may be more rottenness 
yet to be discovered, in view of the fact that the 
Collector's office hasn't the least knowledge as 
to how many ot these bonds are yet in force,—it 
would seem to be an ex ingly pertinent 
suggestion that about the first th Congress 
should do at the next session would be to repeal 
the law, and destroy what is at best an oppor- 
tunity for, and an invitation to, fraud. 


CLARK STREET. 


The Railread Tracks. 

A petition of property-owners along Clark 
street, asking the repeal of the ordinance 
granting the Michigan Southern Railroad 
the right te lay tracks on that 
thoroughfare, was laid before the Council 
recently, and vesterday afternoon it came up 
before the Committee on Sercets and Alleys of 
the South Division. The railroad was repre- 
sented, and quite a number of the petitioners 
were in attendance. The meeting dragged 
through several hours, and a good deal of 
history was gone into in the discussion of the 
richts of the petitioners and the Railroad Com- 
pany. In the consideration ot the question a 
proposition was submitted from the railread to 
remove their track on the condition that the city 
would cede the right to occupy twelve feet of 
the west side of the street—the track now occu- 
pying the centre of the street between Twelfth 
and Sixteenth streets, which would 


leave an wuboccupied space of _ thirty- 
six feet between the sidewalks, the Com- 
pany agreeing, in consideration thereot. 
to erecta stone wall alongside the new track 
the distance meutioned,—about 1,500 feet. Ihe 
consideration of this brought up the fact that 
the Rock Island Road had been given sixteen 
feet of the street some years ago, and that the 
two roads haa been were fighting over the 
property west of the street,. which was used as 
an argument why the compromise should be

to. 

The property-bolders, at first, were averse to 
apy. such compromise, and, ove suggestion 
bringing on another, it was confessed by the 
representative of the Michigan Southern that as 
far as his Company was concerned it was simply 
a question of whether he. should pay the 
Rock island Road $150,000, or the city 
should accept the terms offered. His 
Com pany had rights it would not amely sur- 
render, a said, and, if the compromise was not 
accepted, it would stand upon its righis. This 
brought out a question as to whether the Rock 
Island had complied with the terms of the 
agreement bv which the sixteen feet had been 
given it. upon which there was a variety of opin- 
ion. An opinion of a former Corporation Coun- 
sei as to the power of the city to interfere with 
the franchise of the Michigan Southeru was then 
praduced, which was adverse to the city, and 
the further the discussion went the more mixed 
grew the situation. 

Finally, the property-owners insisted ‘upon 
testing the rights of the Rock Island Road 
to the sixteen feet it was occupy- 
ing, and the Committee agreed with 
them, the understanding being that if they 
could, they should be driven back weat of the 
street, and that the Michigan Southern ordi- 
nance should de re ed as was asked in the 

tition. The question is to be laid before the 
* Department, and if the city is found pow- 
erless to remove the Rock Island tracks, the 
Committee will recommend that the Michigan 
Southern be allowed to remove ite tracks to the 
west side of the street, and to erect a stone 
wall aloug the east side of the new track, etc., 
for the better protection of the public. hile 
this is not what the property-owners want, 
those present said they would consent to it ff it 
was the best they could do, and it is believed 
this will be the end of the dispute.

MORE ABOUT TRINKET. 

Special Correspondence of The Tribune 
Lovuisviui8, Ky., July 15.—Noticing in last 
Sunday’s' TRIBUNE an article in relation to Maj. 
McDowell’s w 4-year-old filly Trinket, 


"| whose record of 2:19% in the fourth heat of the 


race for 5-year-okis and under, trotted at the 
recent meeting bere, stamps her as by far the 
best filly of her age that ever appeared on the 
tarf, and knowing that further facts in relation 


to her breeding and history wouid be of inter- 
est to your readers, I have succeeded in collect - 
ing them, and am therefore enabled to present 
Tun Taiscne with the first authentic history of 
the sensational trotter ot the year. 

As has before been stated in these columns, 
Trinket was bred by Mr. R. 8. Veecb, Cashier 
of the Farmers’ & Drovers’ Bank of this city, 
who a few years ago established what is known 
as the Indian Hill Stock Farm. His wonderful 
success in breeding trotters is not at all due to 
luck, as many would imagine, but rather the re- 
suit of the business-like sagacity which charac- 
terizes the man in all bis dealings. ina word, 
he will have nothing but the best, and has a 
richt to expect the best results. Let us see the 
kind of a stalifon selected by him to be at the 
head of his breeding stud. Years ago the late 
A. J. Alexander owped a famous and favorite 
mare called Black Rose. She was by Tom 
Téemer, out of à mare by Cannon’s Whip, and 
celebrated as the dam of Native American and 
other turf celebrities. This mare Mr. Alexan- 
der bred two successive years to his stallion 
Alexander's Abdallah (sire of Goldsmith Maid), 
and one of Hambietonian’s most noted sons. 
The produce was a pair of fillies, which Mr. Alex- 
ander declared should never have a harness on 
them. One ol the filles was called Primrose, and 
in 1869, then 4 years old, she was bred to 
Woodford Mambrino, the best son of Mambrino 
Chief, and whose recent brilliant turf perform- 
ances and untimely death are familiar to THz 
TRIBUNE readers. The produce was a bay 
stallion called Princeps. This was the horse 
purchased by Mr. Veech from which to breed, and 
the results show that his judgment was correct. 
In the selection of brood mares he was equally 
careful; and in speaking of this matter one day 
to me, Col. Conley, of Chicago, said: ‘ Mr. 
Veech bas the finest lot of brood mares in the 
country. There is not one in the lot that has a 
bad point or is in any wav crippled. No man 
could sell him a poor mare to breed from.“ 

His first extebsive purchase of wares was in 
1873, when he bought in Orange County, N, Y., 
four mares to breed to Princeps. They were: 

Volunteer, dam the dam of 
„ dy Rysdvk’s 
dy mgr oh Ham- 
American Star; Prac- 
tice, by Hambletonian, dam 
by. Roe’s Abdallah Chief; and Ouida (dam of 
Trinket), by Rysdyk’s Hambletonian. The last- 
named was purchased by Mr. Veech from Alden 
Goldsmith, the price. being $900, and the four 
mares cost over 84.000 delivered at Louisville. 
From this it will be seen that expense was to 
Mr. Veech a secondary consideration: he must 
have the best at any price. Ouida failed to get 
in foal in 1873, and Mr. Veecb, who lives on bis 
farm, driving from there to Louisville and back 
every day in the year, drove her this journey 
until January, | when she was turned out 
to foal, having again been stinted to Princeps. 
To show that Ouida was fast herself, it may be 
said that in the fall of 1874, Peter Brown, the 
man who broke Trinket, drove Princepsa few 
months, and Mr. Veech frequentlv speeded with 
him; Princeps in harness, and Ouida to ber own- 
er's road wagon. Althouch the mare was then 
carrying Trinket, she was too fast for Priuceps, 
who could speed about a2:40 gait. When [Trinket 
was following ber dam sbe was not a trotier, 
but went the gait kvown in Kentucky as a rack, 
—not a pace,—and when a yearling, if friguten- 
ed, would drop her head in a funny sort of way 
and go into a trot. 

In 1876 . MtDowell, the present owner ot 
Trinket, bad bis first experience with the get of 
’ Princeps. Mr. Veech and the Major had been 
to school together as boys, and a strong friend- 
ship existed between the two.

George Brasfield, Maj. McDowell’s trainer. went 
with him, and a number of other gentlemen, 
friends ot all parties, were present, from one of 
whom I have gained most of the facts embodied 
in this letter. “Durmg the talk that ensued, Mr. 
J. S. Bates, a neighbor of Mr. Veech, and as 
good a judge of trotters as there is in Kentucky, 
pointed out the two that he and Mr. Veech con- 
sidered the most promising. Mr. Bates selecting 
Fringe and Mr. Veech Trinket. After looking 
these fillies over with great care, Brasfield, ad- 
dressing Messrs. Veech and Bates, said: 

* You think those two (Fringe and Trinket) 
ace the best, do you!“

‘Well, then,” said Brasfield, “1 will take 
Pantalette’’; and he did. 

Pantalette being gone, Peter Brown, Mr. 
Veech’s trainer, began at once to gentle and 
break Fringe and Trinket, and kept at them 
steadtivy until June, 1877, when he said one day 
to Mr. Veech that be would like to go to Mr. 
McFerron’s t not far away, and see what 
the fillies could In a few days they went to 
the track, and, to Mr. Veech’s astonishment, 
Trinket trotted a quarter, to wagon, in 44 sec- 
onds, and Fringe a quarter in 45 seconds, neither 
of them having ever seen a track before. This 
was an eve-opener to all parties. Maj. Me- 
Dowell was at once invited to come over 
and see a couple of young trotters. in a few 
days he came, and before his astonished 
eyes Trinket trotted a quarter mile to wagon in 
1:23, Fringe doing the same distance in | :26. 
Mr. Veech drove his road horse with the fillies 
for eompanv in these trials, and as he came back 
to the stand Maj. McDowell was even more en- 
thusiastic over the fillies than was their owner. 
The following day be bought Trinket for 81.000. 
and bas since owned ber. A year ago last May, 
when she was 3 years old, I saw her trot an in- 
different half-mile track in 1:11. That dav 
she could have beaten 2:20 on a good mile track. 
In the spring of 1878. Mr. Veech sola Fringe to 
Maj. McDowell for $600. On the Saturday pre- 
vious to the recent Louisville meeting she trot- 
ted a trial in 2:26%.

FLORIDA’S PEDIGREE. 
To the Bator of The Tribune. 

Cuicaeo, July 18.—A year or more ago some 
correspondence was published im your paper to 
which I was a party im relation to the age and 
pedigree of a Hambletontau stallion known as 
Florida, then seeking patronage in this comma- 
uity. I attempted to lay the truth in relation 
to bim before your readers at that time, and, a6 
the truth seemed distasteful to the man in 
charge of the horse, be took oecasion to char- 
acterize me a6 a faleiſler,“ or something of the 
kind. In the July number of Wallace Monthly, 
1 notice under Questions and Replies” the 
following, which 1 copy, in order that your 
readers miay judge where the truth lies. The 
editor, J. H. Wallace, Esq., is a gentleman who 
has given trotting-borse pedigrees great atten- 
tion, and bis assertions upon the subject will be 
likely to carry some autbority with them. The 
article is as follows: 

The station Florida is recorded in r Trotting 
Register as foaled in 1865. and it is represented 
here that this is am error, and that he was foaled in 
1867. Which ia richt? Your ister says the 
granddam was of unkvown blood. but the horse is 
or has been advertised here as by Rvedyk's Ham- 
bletonian, dam dy Volunteer, granddam by Well- 
ines Hambietonias, great-granddam by Liberty, 
son of Lance. Have these remote crosses any 
foundation in fact? Do you know whetner any of 
his colts have trotted fast? 

Answer—()) When we recorded the horse in the 
second volume we had good authority for 2 
him down as foaled in 1865, Mr. Taylor bas ba 
him reinserted in the third volume as foaledin 
1807. We can't tel! which is right. (2) The ped- 
igree as given in Chicago is alla fraud beyond the 
Volunteer mare, and nobody knows this better 
than Mr. Taylor. The dam of Florida was bred by 
Col. Wheeler, and we have the facts direct from 
him that her dam was brought from the West, and 
Lhat there was nota drop of Welling’s Hambieto- 
nian or Liberty blood about her. In all the thou- 
sand frands we have met with, we cannot recall an y 
one except that of the Widow Machree, in whic 
the perpetrator nad so much ‘‘ cheek,” as Taylor 
has over and over again confessed to us versonally 
that he knew nothing beyond the Volunteer mare. 
We can hardly believe that he was a party to the 

rpetration of the fraudulent pedigree that has 
— so widely circulated about Chicago, although 
his name is to it. (3) We know nothing of the 
speed or promise of Florida's colts, We have never 
heard that any of them had shown speed. 

This is another illustration of the wisdom of 
adbering to the truth in horse pedigrees as well 
as everything else. It never pays to mistepre- 
sent. Such attempts soover or later result in 
disgrace to those making them.

CENTRAL PARK MATINEE. 

The matinee yesterday at the Central Park 
track attracted an audience of fully 3,000 peo- 
ple, and they were well repaid for their journey 
by witnessing some of the finest trotting ever 
seen in this city.

THE ROCKFORD ROW. 

Iu last Tuesday’s TRIBUNE appeared a brief 
statement of Wwhat-were alleged to be the facts 
in the matter of a dispute between the Roc«ford 
and Dubuque Clubs concerning an umpire ior 
two games which were to have been played be- 
tween the clubs mentioned in Rockford 
the previous week. From that statement it 
appeared that, after agreeing to Mr. Bredberg, 
of this citv, for umpire, the Rockford men de- 
clined to accept him, and in consequence the 
Dubuques refused to play the games. Both 
sides of the matter are set forth in the commu- 
nications which appear below. At best, bow- 
ever, the Rockford letter isa pettifogging sort 
of document, and no valid excuse is giyen for 
the nop-acceptance of Mr. Bredberg as umpire. 
He is acknowledged to be competent and hon- 
est, and, this being the case, it was in bad taste 
for the Rockfords to insist on putting in a local 
umpire, even though they had not agreed to 
Mr. Bredberg’s officiating: 


To the Editor of The Triduna. 

Cnc. III., July 15.—1 notice an article in 
your Tuesday's issue that does the manager and 
merabers of the Roca ford Ball Club great injustice. 
It is the article referri to the mutual 
ment of the managers of the Dubuque and k- 
ferd Clubs to use Mr. Bredberg for umpire.” A 
truthful statement of facts seems necessary, and 1 
berewith furnish it. 

On the Sth of July the two clubs named played at 
PFreeport. and Mr. Sullivan, n the Da- 
buques, asked our manager if he would object toa 
Chicago League umpire for the games to be played 
here Jaly 10 and 1). He rephed. No: who 
is your man!“ Salitvan answered. I cannot tell 
who 1 can get. but will see.” Our manager then 
said. Let me know at once who it will be. That 
was the last heard of it until the morning of the 
10th, when a telegram was received from Chicago 
that the Dubdugues had secured Bredberg. A 
revly was immediately sent informing 
them that he could not umpire the game, 
as it would be a violation of the law 
governing the game. (Rule VI., See. 1, of Na- 
tional and Northwestern League Rules.) But Mr. 
Sallivan had been to Chicago te get a man, and he 
oronght Mr. Bredberg out. and our manager ad- 
hered to the telegram he had sent in the morning. 
and offered the Dubuges the services of either of 
our regularly appointed League umpires, all of 
whom they declined to accept, and left the feld 
and city. 

I would also add that our umpires located bere 
had received unbounded praise from Sulliy he 
even paying the expense of one of them, Mr. WII- 
son, to Davenport and Dudbuque to umpire games 
in those cities; and to our untutored minds it ao 
peared to be a put-up job to play a ten-man game 
on us. Again. the writer saw Mr. Sullivan at the 
Palmer House July 9, and he (Mr. Sallivan) told 
me that he was no longer connected with the Du- 
buques, dad resigned all connection with them. 
and was tben on his way to Wisconsin for a two 
weeks’ vacation.” His presence here with Mr. 
Bredberg the next day, and attempted explanation 
to me of the wonderful transformation from a 
summer tourist to a lively base-ball manager was 
to us a give-away.” Gone A. Suuanr. 


To the Editor of The Tribune. , 
Durveve, la. Juiy 17.—The public has been 
furnished with the Rockford side of the trounles 
of our League, and in jastice ta the real facts I 
desire to present the other side, showing Aow 
Davenport and Rockford both acted in bad faith— 
especially towards the Dubaque nine. 
The League started oat with rules like those of 
the National League, and all went fairly until it 
became apparent that Dubuque Lad a sure thing on 
the championship, when some lively ‘‘kickmg” 
began both at Rockford and Davenport: but Rocg- 
ford showed its spite ju the most discourteous, un- 
fair, and unreasonable manner possible, 
As for Davenport. the principal fault is that the 
management broke up before our nine made their 
second visit there on their return from Omaha. 
On arriving there the blavers were found without 
any support at all, and prominent husiness men 
and others said it was useless to piay: and, though 
one game was played, neitber guarantee nor gate 
money could be obtained by the acting Manager of 
the Dubuques. Upon this and the advice of those 
who claimed to know the facts, our eiu left Dav- 
enport. The fact that the Davenport Cinub solicit- 
ed funds to go to Omaha to play on the Foarth. is 
the best evidence of their condition, and their en- 
tire disbandment promptly on tneir return ssows 
their strait. 
Asfor Rockford, wheu they found they could 
not outplay Dubuque, they beganto try winning 
by the umpire, and succeeded n such a manner 
during the second vien of our nine to their town 
as to secure two games by decisions that would 
make any —— blush to accept as just. In fact, 
atthe time of an exhidition game at Freeport. 
their manager had justice enough to acknowledge 
their error by accepting our proposition to use a 
Chicago umpire of the National League during the 
next two games at Kockford,—those of July 10 
and 11. in accordance with this agreement Mr. 
Bredburg was engaged, and on com to *he 
grounds om the 10tm the Rockforde showed their 
contempt of all pledges by refusing to accept any 
umpire except Mr. Barker. of Rockford, a gentle- 
man who gave away two games completely. and 
rendered himself odious to every fair-minded per- 
son who saw his work. During the last two games 
here, Mesers. Dave Rowe and Goodman showed 
their teeth and turned up very apparent cloven 
feet. They were badly beaten two games,—one in 
the League and an exhibition game. they taking one 
of the former, a wet ball being their best hold“ 
apparently. On their return home they bossted 
to train men and others along the line that they 
** bad things fixed”’ to beat Dubuque at Rockford, 
in spite of everything. Under these circum- 
stances. when they refused to accepi an ampire 
agreed upon by their own manager, our nine very 
naturaily preferred to forfeit the game rather than 
play againstan umpire known to pe badly preju- 
diced against them. The stockholders refu to 
redeem several tickets presented to them, and in 
two days tbe Rockford Club was entirely used up 
and the plavers allowed to seek employment else- 
where. Whether they were paid for their work or 
not is their bus@Pess, not mine. 

The Omaha Club dad bard lack from the frst. 
They started out with no regular catcher, but they 
fought well and did their best. were honest and 
square all around, bat the heavy expense, owing te 
the long distance and heavy guarantees required, 
used up their finances, though every man was fally 
paid, I learn, and all well satisfied witn the Asso- 
ciation there.

ing, carrying some silver but 
enough to materially affect the gross 
product for the year. As to silver, there 


is ao district or aggregation of districts that is 
producing a quantity sufficiently large to make 
up for the loss of the yield that bas character- 
ized the Comstock in past years, and of the 
$30,000,000 difference between 1878 and 1879, the 
greater portion must be in silver. This decrease 
is to be met by an tncreased demand from 
Russia and Spain, and the natural and contiuu 
ous demand for Oriental trade will tend to de- 
plete the stock of silver to an extent that must 
necessarily enhance the price of the metal.

The death of E. Seckel, a very highly respected 
and one ot the oldest members of the Board of 
Trade, was announced on Cbange Saturday, 
and appropriate resolutions adopted. 

The receipte of rye in this city during the 
twelve months ending July 14 aggregated 
2,379,075 bu.

It is difficult to state how much wheat was de- 
livered in the morning; but probably a great 
deal more than 1,000,000 bu. It is estimated by 
parties who are able to give a shrewd guess 
that there is now in store here about 1,670,000 
bu of No. 2 spring wheat that is subject to win- 
ter storage. That means that next Thursday 
there will be due oo so much wheat de per bu, 
which wili be increased on Friday to ee. 
Hence the wheat to be delivered as regular, 
having five days to run, practically cnanged 
storage Saturday evening, unless the buyers 
toon it to ship. It is that the whole 
of this wheat was deli during Saturday, as 
much of it being sent round in the morning as 
could be got out of the office. 

Just when the remainder of No. 2 spring will 
be delivered is a mystery, but there is little 
reason to doubt that it will ali come out during 
this month. to be taken care of hy the trade 
here instead of being shipped by the parties who 
have controlled it during so many months. The

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was sustained by bees in England and the 
fact that cash wheat continued to ve locked up, 
none being delivered. But the unséctled feel- 
ing told on the 10th, when provisions were de- 
meoralized by reports of yellow fever, and wheat 
has been unsettled ever since, as strong partics 
held aloof from the July deal im wheat. The 
“ beginning of the end cast its shadow on the 
floor during Thursday, when the July premium 
Giseppeared. The shadow deepened on Friday, 
as July fell to a discount of le as compared with 
August, under large offerings from parties who 
thought they heard the rumblings of the storm, 
and those of the July longs who hed not pre- 
pared during those twe days fousdj themselves 
weighted down Seturday morning with Wheat 
for which they had me present use, except to 
sell it for what they could get. 

It is surmised that up te abouts month aro 
the programme ef Mr. Keene was un- 
changed. He had intended toship the wheat 
to Europe, and expected to make a profit by 
doing so. But the avidity with which buyers 
here took hold in the middle of last month 
pointed out this city as the best market in the 
world for the property,“ and so it was sold here. 
And this (if there be no mistake in the con- 
clusions) passes into history the biggest grain 
transaction on record. When and bow the 
grain itself will pass into consumption is an- 
other matter, the history of which must be told 
later, if at all. 

There was a large shipping demand for wheat, 
both from New York houses and English firms, 
and probably the bulk of the wheat sold for 
July was taken up for these parties, who bad 
been waiting for it to be thrown on the market. 
There were also several orders here for winter 
wheat to ship. 

The temporary suspension of one of the most 
prominent operators in the trade was rumored 
early, and it was afterwards stated that friends 
had rallied around bim, so that he wili be all 
rigut“ this week. It is a great wonder that so 
few have been embarrassed by the severe decline 
of the past few days; the fact speaks volumes 
for the solvency of the trade. 

Other grain was steadier, with a fair demand, 
though corn was easier. Uats were a shade 
firmer, and rye unchanged. There was again a 
fair export demand for four, apparently unin- 
fluenced by the demoralization in wheat circles. 
Provisions were rather unsettled, but the range 
of prices Was a narrow one. 

Lake freights were in good demand anda 
shade firmer, st 2@2'¢c on corn to Buffalo, and 
Gere for wheatto do. Through to New 
York by lake and canal was quoted at 74 @7i<¢c 
for corn, and sue for wheat. Through to 
Boston nominal at llc on corn. Rail freizhts 
were steady at D per 100 Ibs on grain to New 
York, but little doing at those figures. Through 
rates on meats to Liverpool were quoted at 40@ 
12 e per 100 Ibs, and 56c to Antwerp. 

The dry-goods market wore an exceedingly 
quiet look. Only afew scattering buyers were 
to be seen, and the volume of mail. orders also 
was light, Nothing occurred to disturb the 
steady firmness of values, the market both for 
cotton and wdolen grades remaining strong. 
Boots and shoes were in moderate request at 
fall prices. Jobbers look forward to an early 
opening of the fall trade and a general advance 
in prices. In the grocery market there was a 
well-sustained activity, and, excepting sugars, 
in which there was developed a slightly easier 
feeling, prices were firmly supported all 
around. Coffees especially were strong. There 
was fair activity in the butter and cheese mar- 
kets, and both of these staple articles were 
firm, the latter having advanced Me during 
the week, in response to au upward movement 
at the East. Dried fruits continue quiet, but 
the market is firm for afl descriptions, while 
for raisins and prunes higher prices are asked. 
Fish remained steady as last quoted. Oils, 
paints, and colors were quiet and unchanged. 
There was a good demand for grain-bags at the 
recent advance. Tobacco remains firm. Coal 
was dull and unchanged. 

umber was quiet at the docks. A few loads 
were taken at recent prices. The yard market 
was steady, with fair sales inthe aggregate. 
The receipts the present week are expected to 
be smalicr than recently. Some of the mill- 
men are out of logs, and others think they will 
hold their stock for the fall trade and better 
prices, Seeds were quiet, timothy being strong- 
er, and flax steady at the late rise. Hides were 
quiet. Hay was firm, being in good demand 
and very scare Some sales at country points 
were reported at relatively higher prices than 
the last paid here. Broom-corn, wool, and sait 
were unchanged. The demand for poultry was 
fair, and chickens, plump and fresb, sold readily 
at recent outside prices. Green fruits were in 
good local demand and easier at the last, the 
offerings being liberal.

IRRELIGIOUS LONDON. 


MILLION OF PEOPLE WHO HAVE NO CHURCH 
1 AND WANT NONE. — 


The working classes of East London, says the 
London Spectator, do not go to church or care 
about religion in any wav. But no one explains, 
or even mentions, the most striking fact of all, 
that no movement, or cry, or brayer comes 
from the other side; that these vast masses of 
English folk, male and female. no more ask for 


clergymen, or ceburches, or religious teaching of 
spy kind then fishes ask for fishermen. We 


should all hear it fast enough if they did; in- 
decd, it is difficult to imagine, if all these 
mvrieds wanted the tuition they are so cagerly 
asked to want, what the volume of the conse- 
quent rbar would be. Suppose they only re- 
sented the absence of religious teaching as they 
would the absence of work, or called for clerey- 
men as they would call, it they were made- 
quately suvolied, for publicans. The sound 
would.never cease from the ears of West Lon- 
don until the demand were granted, and Govern- 
ment would be distracted by its own enger 
ness to comply with the request. The multi- 
tudg, however, remain quiescent. No crowds 
march through Pall Mall demanding ministers 
of religion and carrving banners with “ Pity the 
Churchless ; no meetings are held in Victoria 
Park to denounce the “‘villainons monopolists 
of the means of grace, nor are public meet- 
ings held to see if the want cannot be eupplied 
by an infinite collection of pence. You never 
meet men calling in the street, We've got no 
clergy to teach us! Here are more than 1, 000, 
000 of beople, upon whom circumstances have 
laid what used to be called in Catholic countries 
an interdict, silencing all bells, withdrawing all 
priests, shutting ail sacred buildings, and not 
one ju a bundred cares, nor is one in ten 80 
much as fully aware of the difference between 
the religion be lives in and the rest of the 
world. It is this whch stakes us as so wonder- 
ful and so little noticed. How does it happen 
that dere in London, in the richest and most 
civilized of capitals; peopled by a race perhaps 
as good and certainly as respectable as any 
other, the want which sociologists say is the 
most instinctive of humanity is so little felt,— 


feeling at all about it, no desire for any. special 
form of worship or mode of expressing religi- 
ous feeling, no fear that if they neglect it utter- 
ly anything will hapven to them. Noother peo- 

e, except the Chinese, seem to be in that 

rame of mind. If East London were addicted 
to odd heresies, or to strange forms of worship, 
or were skeptical of superstitions, or given to 
indoor religion or to the worship of goodness 
which prevails in some parts of Germany, it 
would be intelligible; but the continual apathy 
of millious on the subject, lasting for genera- 
tions, and never disturbed exeept by efforts 
from without, is surely very strange. 

There are skeptics in Kast London, and fierce 
skeptics, but the body of the Speople are not 
sceptics, have none of the sort of irritable dis- 
lize of religion and the clerical order shown in 
Paris and Berlin. A very small proportion 
would declare themselves infidels, perbaps as 
small as the proportion among the private 
soldiers, among whom such an announce- 
ment is the rarest of events. They 
have to declare their faith on joining, and in the 
great garrison of Malta a chaplain who cared 
about the matter found that in four years only 
one man had asked to be recorded as an infidel. 
The officer presiding, greatly surprised, asked 
the man twice, and, twice receiving the same re- 

y, entered him a “ Member of the Church of 

ngland.” ‘What else could I do?” he asked, 
in answer to a subsequent remonstrance; 
“there’s no tion of them.“ 

Five-sixthe of all the people in the East End, 
if forced to listen to ordinary religious or moral 
teaching, raise no objection, feel no- objection, 
and go away neither assenting, nor dissenting 
bor moved,—entirely without irritation, but 
wanting no more of it, and not disposed to give 
even pence for ita purchase. They do not care. 
Nor do we hear of much superstition. There is 

a good deal of downright superstition 
among the Pagaus of country places, a great 
deal of fear of the unknown, a great reliance on 
old practices in defense against evil powers, but 


most as religion. You would’ no more see a 
on a door than an oratory in a nouse.

MontTreat, No. 239 Mountain Street. — The Rev. 
B. B. Ussher, M. D. — Dzan Sin: As Bishop 
Fallows and myself propose to address the friends 
of the R. E. Church at the time and place noticed 
in the city papers of to-day, I respectfully invicé 
you to be present and listen to a correct statement 
of facts.

I peed not say it did not. but a letter 
in the public press gave the gentiemen to under- 
stand that I was 4 ready to meet them be- 
fore an audience duly summoned, and under an 
impartial Chairman. The meeting came off, 
attended by some 150 people, a large number 
being members of my own coagregation, who, 
were only deepened in the conviction of what 
I had stated being the truth. Bishop Fal- 
lows bad telegraphed to a connection 
of his, the Rev. Mr. Huntingdon, and Mr. 
May, from Ottawa, to come, and they came: 
the delegate from Ottawmto the General Council 
in Chicago refused to come, being convinced 

op Gregg had been treated unjustly, aud 
after the right reverend gentlemen had con- 
cluded their remarks it became necessary for 
the guests trom Ottawa to more and second a 
vote of thanks for the Montreal andience. But 
eighteen of my congregation voted against 
joining ope Gregg, and several of these have 
regretted their votes, and attend the services at 
St. Bartholomew’s, under Bishop Gregg’s juris- 


diction. 

The trouble that the Reformed Episcopal 
Church has suffered from is, that gentlemen 
coming from sister churches, as in case of 
Bishops Fallows and Nicholson, and others, 
bring with them their early training, and, in- 
stead of their being contented to accept things 
as the founders intended them to be, they strive 
to make.our E pal Charch conform to their 
own notions. e gladiy welcome good men to 
our ranks from our sister evangelical Spaachee, 
whose ministry is as valid as any on this earth, 
but we donot desire that they who are wel- 
comed as one of the family shall order our home 
to suit themselves, and bint tous chat it we, 
the original Episcopalians, who left much for 
conscience sake, do not like it we can leave.

Quite a number of men once eminent in the 
New School Presbyterian Church have confessed 
to the feeling that in the union they yielded to 
diplomatists and professional theologians in- 
stead of yielding to the spirit of a broader fel- 
lowship. They complaio it the New School 
has no longer any newspaper and no emblems 
of its former greatness; that they are under the 
yoke again of the Old Schoolism. which ruled in 
the early part of the century. It is evident that 
their complaints are weil founded, buat they 
merit no compassion, for if their freedom of 
thought is imperiled or already injured there 
remains to them the escape sought and found 
by the Rey. Mr. Alcott. Congregationalism is 
ready for new men if they be truly Christian 
men. No new division of the byterian 
Church is needed. Let the uroad Christians in 
that pulpit who ao not wish to teach that God 
elects men to death for His own good pleasure,

FRENCH RELIGION. 


THE PASSION FOR CRUCIFIXES, SCAPULARISS, 
MADONNAS, AND PAGEANTS. 


The Paris correspondent of the London Pal! 
Mall Gazette writes as follows: 

M. Lefere’s circular to the Prefects, remind- 
ing them of an old law about religious proces- 
sions,and forbidaing them to attend such demon- 
strations in uniform, is one of those which show 
how ill French Liberals understand the true 
idea of liberty, and how little acquainted they 
are with a large section of the people over whom 
they rule. The Minister of the Interior should 
have been warned by the Commotion which was 
caused last year when the Prefect of the Buches 
du Rhene took it upon bimself to suppress the 
anoual procession on Corpus Christi Day at 
Marseilles. The Marselilais are Radicals, but 
superstitious, and they strongly incline to the 
pomps. of the Church. ‘Their irreligiousness 
goes no further than this—that they are impa- 
tient of the ecclesiastical yoke under which they 
long lived, and rather grudge the money paid 
by the State and the communes to the Church; 
but if ghe Budget des Cultes were sup- 
pressed they would probably pay far more in- 
divyidually to the prieste of their own free will 
than they do now. In this they—and one 
may say all the people of Provence—differ 
from the populations of Normandy, Picardy, 
Champagne, and Burgundy, wo are skeptics af 
the cold sort, quite ready to diseodow the 
Church to let it shift for itself afterwards, 
without giving a centime towards its support. 
I-know a Norman land-owuer who fs a strong 
Conservative, and, outwardly at least, a zealous 


churchman.» Talking with him the other day 


about the policy of the present Government, he 
said that if the Republican party remained in 
power ten years there would be a separation be- 
tween Church and State; and, as a result, three- 
four ths uf the churches in France would be 


closed. As to the church in bis own country 
parish, that would probably be shut up too, he 
added; and he for his own part would not sub- 
acribe to maintain it, because he was not going 
to contridute towards keeping open a place of 
worsbip for peasants who were too stingy or too 
faithless to pay their owa shares. Al! he would 
do would be to join with other Catholics in sup- 
porting at Rouen a church to which only paying 
members would be admitted,—a sort of club. 
If « Conservative talks in this style one can 
imagine the sentiments of the Liberals 
who make open profession of their 
unbelief. In northern Provinces 
—not including. Brittaoy and French 
Flanders; which remain Catholic—ind in those 
of the east, the Church seems to have fallen w- 
to a sufficiently distinct kind of contempt. The 
peasants, square-headed, thrifty feliows, have 
noticed that the clergy do pot deal equally with 
poor and rich in thfe manner of dispensing sacra- 
ments. Thefees for weddings, christenings, 
and mortuary masses have been steadily in- 
creased to rates which sometimes look extor- 
tionate; and, although a pretense is still made 
of performing ceremonials cheap for those who 
cannot afford to bay, yet the slap-dash fashion 
in which rites are galloped throught for the poor 
is shocking to men who like equality, as most 
Frenchmen do. To take marriages for instance, 
in which the female part of the community 
are so much interested; a wedding with choral 
music at the high altar of a Parisian church 
costs about £60, and even in country towns the 
charge is about £12; while weddings for the 
lower Classes in lateral chapels cost from 8f. to 
6f. . But these lateral-chavel weddings are the 
dreariest things conceivable, solemnized as they 
are by clergymen who go through the service in 
less than ten minutes, and dismiss the married 
pair without a word of blessing or compliment 
in the mother tongue. 

In the south of France the kindly feeling of 
the lower orders for the Church and its rites is 
asentiment quite apart from the respect or 
want of respect entertained towards · the clergy. 
The Provenoaux cannot live without their cruci- 
fixes, scapularies, open-air Madonnas, and occa- 
sional religious pageants. In Normandy you 
will hardly meet with a religious procession 
once io the course of the year, except in the sea- 
coast fishing towns, where the sailors now and 
then call. upon the clergy to bless their smacks 
or to inaugurate some new Calvary perched 
high on a cliff; but in Provence religious pro- 
cessions are constantly taking place, and those 
beld on Corpus Day are often grandoise. Mar- 
seilles is especially renowned for the splendor of 
its Fete Dieu, tte streets of the city being on 
that day filled with reposoirs, or aitars loaded 
with flowers, with banners, garlands,and 80 
forth. These displays speak to the imagination 
of this people, and in the enjoyment of them 
rich and pvor take part alike. Therefore it is

NEW YORK. 
COMFORTABLE MR. BOUCICAULT. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

New Yorx, July 16.—Mr. Boucicault came 
dowa the main staircase inside his house in East 
Fifteenth street yesterday afternoon just as I 
was climbing the flight of stone steps which 
lead up to the front door. He was clad in 
cool-icoking suit of blue flannel, a white hat 
pierced with half-a-dozen holes te let in imagi- 
mary air, and a pair of natty patent-leather 
pumps. A summer mustache and imperial 
softened the outlines of his lips and chin, and a 
diamond collar-button flashed at his neck, re- 
placing a less ‘comfortable tie. The d:amatist 
was ss full of energy as if the mercury wasn’t 
sizzling over the top of every thermometer in 
New York, and be was apparently as comfort- 
able ast surrounded by the four walls of a stem- 
wioding, lever-attachment, ailegretti refriger- 
ator. 

“Jump right into the carriage with me,” he 
exclaimed, bustling down the steps, and ride 
up to the theatre. I am so pressed with all 


‘| kinds of business that I have scarcely a mo- 


ment to myself, nicht or day. You see, I 
am personally suverintending all the alterations 
in the theatre, purchasing my own lumber 
and other supplies, engaging and discharcing 
my workmen, and doing a host of other things 
in addition to my regular literary duties.“ 

By this time the coupe was rattling over the 
pavement up avenue, and Mr. Boucicault 
was preparing to avoid being “ pumped.” 

THE NEW PLAY AND COMPANY. 

“ How about the new play!” lasked in a 
tone which was intended to convey innocence of 
any interviewing motive.

The understudy is an important factor 
in a well-regulated dramatic company.” 

THE THEATRE. 

“What te your plans regarding Booth’s 
Theatre, and what line of action shall you fel- 
low at the outset ? 

“Well, In tell you all about it. Booth’s 
Theatre neyer has been afforded a proper op- 
portunity to rank with the first amusement 

in New YOrk. When the place was first 

ed, it was a star theatre, of course, Edwin 
Booth being the star. Since then it bas rapidly 
degenerated, until it finally reached a stage 
where it was nothing more nor less than a 
hack, standing upon the street where auybody 
who chose could jump on and take a ride.

THE EDITOR AND THE MUSICAL CRITIC. 
Music Trade Review. 

Once upon a time there was an editor of a 
newspaper who had a very efficient musical 
critic, v ho had, in turn, a son With & very re- 
markable voice. 

The boy was educated by competent teachers, 
and developed into a fine baritone. He sang 
in private and was not spoiled by the applause 
of bis friends. He appeared with extraordinary 
success as an amateur, and even that did not 
injure him. Finally, he made a professional 
debut under a stage name, and Lis father was 
among the critics who reviewed his perform- 


ance. 

There seemed to the fond and proud father 
very little doubt of his son’s wonderful ability. 
All the other critics were m raptures about 
him. The audience encored him repeatedly. 
Still, the father reasoned, it may be that pater- 
nal love influences the ears as Weil as the eyes, 
and he determined not to be partial.

They also passed an order to pay the men eu- 
gaged in laying water-mains $2 per day, both of 
said orders being approved by bis Honor the 
Mayor. The Commissioner of Public Works 
then asks for an opinion from the Corporation 
Counsel upon a series of questions entirely for- 
eign and irrelevant to the order of the Council. 
The Corporation Counsel gives an opinion or 
answes to the questions asked, and the Com- 
missioner concludes that the order of the Coun- 
cil is illegal, and cannot be complied with by 
him. The press join him in saying, The eight- 
hour question is settled,” ete. 

At the risk of being called a demagogue, I 
beg leave to take issue with Mr. Waller, Mr.
